TUESDAY, AUGUST 13, 1996 - 0530 MDT
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 1V

*** SAFETY COMES FIRST ON EVERY FIRE, EVERY TIME ***

CURRENT SITUATION: Increased fire activity was experienced in California,
Western Great Basin, Northwest and the Northern Rockies. Type 1 Incident
Management Teams were committed in Northern Califonia and the Northern
Rockies. The Western Great Basin committed two Type Il Incident
Management Teams. Eight MAFFS Units were activated for California.
Resource mobilization through NICC remained high.

Northwest Large Fires:

WHEELER, Umatilla NF. A State Type Il Incident Management Team (Hunt) is
assigned. This fire made a major run toward the community of Spray, OR
and a precautionary evacuation was conducted. No structures have been
destroyed within the town. Eighteen structures scattered outside of Spray
were destroyed, 13 of which were residences. Crew transport to the fire
has been a problem.

WILDCAT, Malhuer NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Dubois) is
assigned. The Ffire is 10 miles southeast of John Day, OR. Extreme fire
behavior continued on the north and east flanks. Permanent and summer
residences, the Blue Mountain Hot Springs Resort and recreational areas
remain threatened.

SIMNASHO, Warms Springs Agency, BIA. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Porter) has been assigned. This fire is burning in grass, brush and
timber 10 miles north of Warm Springs, OR. Scattered residences along
Highway 3 were evacuated last night due to increased fire activity. The
Kah-nee-tah Resort, near Warm Springs, is threatened. Structure
protection is in place and has been successful thus far. The lower
Deschutes River was closed to recreationalists. Contingency plans to
evacuate cabins along the river are being prepared. Steep terrain is
hampering suppression efforts.

SLOAN®"S RIDGE, Wallowa-Whitman NF. A Type | Incident Management Team
(Payne) is assigned. The fire is burning in subalpine fir and lodgepole
12 miles northwest of Sumpter, OR. High winds, dry fuels and limited
access are hindering containment objectives. The fire has moved into
heavy fuels in the Powder River watershed. Threatened and endangered
species of Ffish may be affected by this blaze. Hazardous mine shafts and
explosives in the area have created safety concerns. A historic cabin and
mining claims remain threatened.

SALT COMPLEX, Wallowa-Whitman NF. A Type I Incident Management Team
(Bailey) and a Type Il Incident Management Team (Lukens) are assigned.

The fires are burning on the Oregon/ldaho border of the Hells Canyon
Recreation Area. The complex consists of the SALT CREEK and HEAVEN®"S GATE
fires. Steep, rocky terrain makes access to the Heaven®"s Gate fire
difficult. A historic ranch on the ldaho side of this fire was destroyed.
Smoke has limited visibility in the area. The National Recreation Area on
the Oregon side is threatened.

WOLFSKILL, Riverside Ranger Unit, California State. A State Type |
Incident Management Team (Wright) is assigned. This fire is burning in
steep terrain near Banning, CA. Gusty winds associated with thunderstorms
caused increased spread on the fire.

BEAR, Tuolumne-Calaveras Ranger Unit, California State. A State Type |
Incident Management Team (Delap) is assigned. No other information was
reported. TUOLUMNE COMPLEX, Tuolumne-Calaveras ranger Unit, California
State.

A State Type | Incident Management Team (Ditullio) is assigned. This
complex is located in the Red Hills area, south of Highway 108 in Tuolumne
County. The complex consists 6 fires, the largest is the KEYSTONE which
has burned the movie set used in the filming of the movie Back To The
Future 111. No containment or resource information was reported.

ESPERANZA COMPLEX, Tuolumne-Calaveras Ranger Unit, California State. The
complex consists of the SUMMIT LEVEL, SHEEP RANCH and MANUAL fires which
are burning in Calaveras County north of Highway 4. No containment or
resource information was reported.

Western Great Basin Large Fires:

HUMBOLDT, Winnemucca District, BLM. A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Burdick) is assigned. This fire burned rapidly through grass and heavy
sage 45 miles northeast of Winnemucca, NV. A Wilderness Study Area, ranch
structures on the east and south flanks and a miners camp are currently
threatened. Erratic winds and low fuel moistures are causing control
problems.

POLE CREEK, Winnemucca District, BLM. This fire is threatening 7
residences, ranch buildings and livestock 15 miles southwest of Golconda,
NV. Steep terrain, limited access and high winds are hampering
suppression efforts.

MT. JACKSON, Toiyabe NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Carlson) is
assigned. Strong, gusty winds from thunderstorms created extreme fire
behavior on this fire located 5 miles north of Bridgeport, CA. Current
threats are to a Wilderness Study Area, watershed, fishery and recreation
resources.

DIXIE, Carson City District, BLM. This fire is burning in the Stillwater
Mountains, 50 miles northeast of Fallon, NV. Control problems include
poor access and steep terrain. There Is a remote threat to a ranch in the
area.

LITTLE VALLEY, Carson City District, BLM. This fire is burning 20 miles
north of Fernley, NV. No other information was received.

Northern Rockies Large Fires:

COYOTE, Lewis and Clark NF. A Type 1 Incident Management Team (Frye) is
assigned. The fire is burning within a logging operation 15 miles south
of Monarch, MT. Extreme burning conditions, steep terrain and heavy fuel
loads are creating control problems.

WILLOW CREEK, Bitterroot NF. A Type 11 Incident Management Team
(Spradlin) is assigned. The fire is burning in steep, rugged terrain
southwest of Missoula, MT. Structure protection for a residence within
one-quarter mile of the fire continues. Helicopter bucket drops on the
west side of the fire aided firefighters in line construction. Difficult
terrain and hot, dry weather are hindering containment objectives.

MOOSE BUTTE COMPLEX, Nez Perce NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Cowin) is assigned to this incident south of Elk City, ID. The MOOSE
BUTTE and LITTLE GREEN MOUNTAIN fires are included in this complex.
Firefighters continued to improve control lines on the Moose Butte fire.
Islands of unburned fuel, spotting, and inaccessibility have hampered
suppression efforts on the Green Mountain fire. The Green Mountain
Lookout is threatened.

One fire is in confinement suppression strategy totalling 220 acres.

Eastern Great Basin Large Fires:

A National Area Command Team (Caplinger) is assigned to the Richfield
District, BLM and Fishlake NF.

VIVIAN PARK COMPLEX, Uinta NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team
(Furlong) 1is assigned. The fire is 6 miles northeast of Orem, UT. The
complex consists of the TANK and SOUTHFORK fires which are controlled and
the VIVIAN PARK fire. The Vivian Park fire is 250 acres. Current threats
are to a subdivision and girl scout camp. Good progress was made on the
Vivian Park near the subdivision.



HENS PEAK, Fishlake NF. This fire is located 11 miles northeast of Loa,
UT. Burnout operations conducted yesterday were successful. Fire behavior
included torching and spotting of up to 1/4 mile. Low fuel moisture is
causing control problems. Current threats are to timber sales and spruce
plantations.

ADELAIDE COMPLEX, Fishlake NF. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Shive)
is assigned. The fires are 5 miles southeast of Kanosh, UT. The complex
consists of the ADALAIDE and DOG MOUNTAIN fires. A slopover in Big
Cottonwood Canyon displayed extreme fire behavior, hindering containment
objectives. The remaining perimeter experienced minimal fire activity.
Livestock and private property are threatened.

HONEY BOY, Cedar City District, BLM. A Type 1l Incident Management Team
(Martin) is assigned. This fire is 5 miles southeast of Milford, UT. No
new information received.Three fires are in a confinement suppression
strategy totalling 6,104 acres.

*** OREGON, CENTRAL NEVADA, CENTRAL/SOUTHERN IDAHO AND WESTERN WYOMING ***



Very strong high pressure aloft, centered over southern Utah, will bring
another hot and dry day to most of the West. Unstable air combined with
enough moisture will produce widely scattered afternoon and evening
thunderstorms from the Sierra Nevada Mountains in California across the
Great Basin and into the desert Southwest. Isolated thunderstorms could
extend as far north as eastern Oregon and the southern Oregon Cascades.
Spotty moisture will accompany the thunderstorms in California, but the
thunderstorms in Nevada, central/southern lIdaho and western Wyoming will
be mostly dry. Isolated dry thunderstorms are also possible in Utah and
Colorado. High temperatures will range from the 80"s in western
Washington to near 118 in the desert Southwest, most areas will be in the
90"s to just over 100.
